Chicago, June 19.—The long-expected crash in the republican 
ranks came tonight. The Roosevelt forces, acting, they said, under 
th@rsonal direction of the colonel himself, began to lay their plans 
for independent action in the national republican convention, 

As a forerunner of the more drastic action expected in the 
convention tomorrow or Friday the Roosevelt members of the com- 
mittee on credentials withdrew from that body tonight—withdrew 
in person and, in effect, withdrew all of the Roosevelt contests, 


which had been scaled down from Q2 to 78. 


SERIES OF EXCITING CONFERENCES 
HELD BY THE ROOSEVELT SUPPORTERS 


Colonel Roosevelt tonight was in the midst of a series of exciting 
conferences and was busy figuring on the loyal delegates whom he 
could expect to carry with him out of the. convention, or rather 
into a separate convention on the convention floor in the event the 
crisis is reached. 

People who talked with the colonel tonight declared there was 
no lohger any doubt as to his attitude. Convinced that the creden- 
tials committee was against him and would retain the contested 
Taft delegates im their seats, Colonel Roosevelt decided to go no 
further with his futile fight in the regular convention. : 

The colonel would not issue a formal statement as to his war- 
like intentions in the evening, but was said to have made his position 
clear to his followers. *

after all, very much the psycholpgy of the mob, with the distinction 
that while one spirit in the mob moves the whole body to violence, 
several divergent influences in conventions produce the same 
clamor, the same casting aside of restraint and change of person- 


‘ality that are in evidence once the passions of herded humanity 


are let loose. 

There are, for instance, not a few men in the Chicago conven- 
tion of unquestioned dignity and self-repression in private life. 
Immaculate in conduet, standing on the respect that attaches to 
their position, they would, ordinarily, as soon think of relinquish- 
ing sedateness and a calm manner as of buying round-trip tickets 
to the moon. | 

But let partisan passions be unleashed, let the stimulant of 
high-power oratory be present and let the contagion of excitement | 
get in the air—and you would hardly recognize these same plod-' 
ding and even-tempered. individuals. 

Most of them become bedlamites, shrieking epithets in the 
faces of their foes, tossing decorum to the winds, overturning every 
precedent of recognized parliamentary practice and acting general- 
ly like an aggregation of college freshmen, “rough-housing’ on the 
night of a football victory, except that in the instance of the con- 
vention there is an element of deadliness that is lacking in the 
ebullience of the college celebration. 

That is what makes every great convention in America a mat- 
ter of uncertain and fascinating speculation. The spectacle is not, 
moreover, confined to this country. Humanity, in its salient as- 
pects, is the same the world over. Which is why convention in- 
sanity is a temporary disease qf which no land has a monopoly.

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THE CIVIC PACE OF CORDELE. 


On many previous occasions The Constitution has noted the 
marvelous awakening to the twentieth century civic spirit as indi- 
cated in the movement toward modern methods in a large majority 
of the towns and cities in Georgia. Among the most notable of 
recent instances is that furnished by Cordele, in its almost unani- 
mous bond issue vote for the securing of up-to-date municipal 1m- 
provements. 

Four propositions were involved in the election—water works 
improvement, street improvement and sewer extension. Lhe total 
amount of the bonds involved was $95,000. The total vote polled 
was 483, and all four features of the issue were indorsed well over 
the four-hundred mark.

They have the ad- 
vantage of distributing the* burden over a term of years, and of 
giving posterity a chance to pay its just share thereof. Cordele has 
set a pace which is being followed in Georgia generally, and which 
cannot be observed with too great a unanimity.

The idea back of it has been advanced, in 
various forms, for the past several years by scientists of more or 
less renown and sincerity. We have been told that death dwelt 
in the kiss on account of the deadly bacteria that might lurk on 
the lips of the perpetrators.. But the warning has had little effect 
upon those minded to pursue the primrose paths of romance. Kiss- 
ing has gone forward, and will probably continue to go forward, 
as long as the world endures, whether or not the coldly calculating 
scientists inveigh against it. 

To carry out an edict against osculatory indulgence it would 
be necessary to deputize a host of special policemen, and it 
probable, even then, that they would have to be graybeards, half- 
blind and partially deaf, to make their office an effectual one. The 
other alternative, that of requiring the kissers and the kissed to 
carry around sterilizers and carefully observe due precautions be- 
fore “coming to bat,” 1s equally impractical. Our guess is that a 
custom which seems to have obtained since the Garden of Eden 
will continue with little abatement, the main arbiters being those 
immediately concerned, and the law that attempts to step in being 
branded with the curse of one Mr. Bumble, in Dickens’ “Oliver 
Twist,” to which we refer the reader, if he, or she, thirsts for fur- 
ther information. 
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PRESIDENT OF A PATHETIC REPUBLIC. 


It is a strange coincidence that while the spirit of democracy 
is girdling the globe, invading even China, and being fought out 
in other queer spots on both hemispheres, there should be estab- 
lished on the island of Colion, in the Philippine archipelago, the 
first leper, republic in the world, with an American, Michael 
Whalen, also a leper, the first president. 

History has, subsequently, produced so many hidden and open 
scourges infinitely worse than leprosy, that the average man and 
the man not given to Bible study is apt to forget the horror at- 
tached to that disease, and the manner in which it figured, not only 
in Biblical narrative, but in days long before the events of which 
the Scriptures treat were placed upon the world’s stage. 

The spectacle of the man, the woman or the child stricken with 
the dread malady, forced to segregate themselves, and to warn all 
travelers with the wailing cry, “Unclean! Unclean!” is among the 
most pathetic in our annals. We take few precautions toward re- 
quiring the consumptive, the typhoid patient or the victims of less 
mentionable diseases to isolate themselves. 
| Yet were a census made of the maladies that in the past two 
centuries, and still today, ravage the race, it would be found that 
these more conventional afflictions exact tribute beside which that 
of leprosy is almost wholly negligible. The case of John Early, the 
alleged American leper, is an instance in point. A year or so ago 
two or three states and any number of communities were warring 
against Early—and ignoring deadlier diseases in their very midst. 

To the new republic on the island of Colion, strangely founded 
and still more strangely maintained, the world’s sympathy will go 
out with a quick readiness. These be those whom Shakespeare 
might have called “living dead men.” Shaken and melted by hu- 
man emotions, they must yet stand to one side of that great cur-

At a meeting yesterday afternoon 
of a special committee of counwJ on 
eharter amendments the following ac- 
tion was taken: | 

.A resolution was adopted calling for 
a charter amendment to deed the 
Lakewood park property to a private 
corporation for the erection of fair 
buildings provided the buildings would 
not carry over a $500,000 bonded in- 
debtedness and that the improvements 
would exceed one and four-tenths per 
cent of the bonds issued, and*that the 
people be given an opportunity to vote 
on the proposition.

With regard to life companies the 
commissjon will recommend the prohi- 
bition of board contracts and income 
certificates: the prohibition of incor- 
porated agencies; supervisory authority 
for the insurance commissioner over 
life agencies; the requirement of medi- 
cal examinations for all life policies, 
and the prohibition of published gtate- 
ments in conflict with official reports. 
With regard to fire companies it will 

recommended that the insurance 
commission be given supervision over 
agents; that a standard form of poltiey 
be adopted; that annual reports to the 
insurance commissioner be required: 
that the laws of Georgia be made re- 
ciprocal: that the office of fire marshal 
be created, and that fire companies be 
authorized to invest in stock. 

Miscellaneous companies will be re- 
quired to make deposits when they are 
assessment companies cdo'lng general 
business in Georgia, and when they 
are bonding companies.

DR. DOXEY ENDS LIFE 
IN TENNESSEE RIVER 


St. Louis, June 19.—The body of Dr. 
Loren B. Doxey, whose wife, Dora 
Doxey, was acquitted in St. Louis of 
murdering William J. Erder, and is to 
be tried at Clayton, Mo., on a charge 
of having married Erder bigamously, 
was found in the Tennessee river at 
Clifton, Tenn.; today after he had been 
missing several hours, according to a 
dispatch received here, 

The dispatch stated that it was be- 
lieved Dr. Doxey killed himself, as he 
was despondent. over his failure to 
establish a’ practice at Savannah, 
Tenn., where he ana his wife had lived 
since Mrs. Doxey was acquitted of the 
murder charge. 

Doxey’s disappearance was reported 
early today and a search began. His 
body was recovereq fully dressed. No 
person saw Dr. Doxey go to the river. 

The Doxeys sold their possessions 
at Savannah yesterday and intended, it 
was announced, to go west. 

Mrs. oxey’s arest and trial in St. 
Louis came after the exhumation of 
the body of William J. Erder. An ex- 
amination of the viscera showed large 
quantities of arsenic. It was alleged 
by the state that Mrs. Doxey married 
Erder at Clayton, Mo.. and that she 
ktlled him for insurance money, she 
tried to collect. She was first arrested 
at Columbus, Neb., on the murder 
charge, where she was living with 
Doxey. Her trial on a charge of big- 
amy had been continued eight times 
because she has been physically un- 
able to appear in court.

SECOND DEFEAT 
UN ROOSEVELT 


Aer All-Day Fight the Con- 
vention Refuses to Oust 
the 92 Contested 
Talt Delegates 


Chicago, June 19.—The Roosevelt 
forces met their second defeat in the 
republican national convention today 
in a session which had for its out- 
standing feature a remarkable demon- 
stration of nearly an hour’s duration 
in honor of Governor Herbert S. Had- 
ley, of Missouri. 

All Roosevelt delegates joined in 
this demonstration, while some of the 
Taft states lent a voice. The ovation 


to the Missouri executive was quickly | 


interpreted by many of the delegates 
as the possible forerunner of a boom 
for Hadley for president. One 
possibly enthusiastic Pennsylvanian 
Jumped to the stage and called:. 

“Three cheers for Hadley, the next 
president of the United States.” 

Governor Hadley led the fight on 
the convention floor today to oust 
92 contested Taft delegates and’ to 
seat 92 Roosevelt men in their places. 
The convention finally refused to en- 
tertain the motion by a vote of 564 
to 510. 

This transferred the fight to the 
committee on credentials, appointed 
just before the convention adjourned 
until tomorrow noon. 

Policemen Come First. 

The Coliseum was a sea of empty 
Chairs at 9:30 o’clock, when the band, 
in its perch near the roof, struck the 
opening note of the morning concert. 

A file of policemen came in through 
a side door, stepping lively to the 
march time. The bluecoated Fuardians 
took their places across the front of 
the hall, where they lined back the 
Surging crowds yesterday, and dele- 
Sates and spectators began to file in 
through tne doors.
